When entering a Credit Card/ATM Fraud, some agencies are entering Credit/Debit Card as the property
for the offense. The property for the Credit Card/ATM Fraud is going to be the property that was ob-
tained by the fraudulent use of the card. Credit Card/ATM Fraud refers to the use of the card, not the
theft of the card, which would be reported in a separate incident.
